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Armed Robbery 
Suspect Arrested 
In Columbia

A Cumberland County man 
wanted for armed robbery in 
Burkesville was arrested in 
Columbia Friday by Columbia 
Police Dept. Sgt. Junior 
Murphy. 

Jason Norris, 30, allegedly 
robbed Jimmy’s Food Mart in 
Burkesville at gunpoint last 
Sunday and fled in a 1995 two- 
door Chevy Cavalier with 
approx. $1,200 cash. Later that 
same day, CPD Officers Josh 
Brockman and Charles Greer 
spotted the empty vehicle in a 
parking lot just off Russell Rd. 
in the limits of Columbia. 

“They gave us a BOLO (be 
on the lookout) from 
Burkesville for the vehicle the 
robbery was committed in,” 
Brockman explained in a phone 
interview Tuesday. “We located 
the vehicle but it was 
abandoned. Afterwards 

[Burkesville PD Ofc. Lawrence] 
Nettles watched the security 
tape and was able to identify the 
man as Norris.” 

Ofc. Nettles obtained an 
arrest warrant through 
Cumberland District Court. 

Friday CPD located Norris on 
Oak Street in Columbia, where 
he was arrested without 
incident. Norris was also served 
with a warrant from Kentucky 
Probation and Parole for parole 
violations. He was lodged in 
Adair County Regional Jail. 
The Adair County Sheriff’s 
Dept, assisted. 

“Once they told us who it 
was, we knew where to start 
looking - the people he might 
be running with,” Brockman 
said. “We knew it was just a 
matter of time before we found 
him.”

City Maintains Ad Valorem Tax Rate

Mayor Mark Harris and the Columbia City Council met for their 
September meeting Tuesday, and gave first reading for an ad 
valorem tax for this year, which will remain the same as last year’s 
rate. 

“This tax is staying the same as it was last year,” Mayor Harris 
said. “We’re not changing it or raising it.” 

The 2013 tax will be $0.2625 per $100 of assessed property 
value. A special called meeting will be held later this month to give 
second reading on the tax so it can be formally instituted. 


In other business at the Tuesday’s 20-minute meeting the 
Council: 

•Heard a plan to potentially augment the city’s revenue and slash 
expenditures from Mayor Mark Harris. 

Harris recommended that the Council look into hiring Municipal 
Revenue Solutions to evaluate the City of Columbia’s financial 
status and make recommendations for improvement. Harris said 
that the cost to the city would be four or five thousand dollars, but

Columbia Woman Taken To Westlake 
After Jamestown Street Collision

A two-car wreck at the bottom of Jamestown Hill Tuesday afternoon left one woman injured and 
quite a scene for passersby as a vehicle was turned straight up-and-down over an embankment. 

Columbia Police responded to the call from Adair County 911 and preliminary investigation 
showed that Tabitha Cravens, 34, of Columbia, was traveling south on Jamestown St. and attempted 
a right hand turn into the car wash at the bottom of Jamestown Hill.

I’m probably the last journalist in the western world to 
comment on the issue, but I’m breaking my silence this 
week. It’s time to talk about Syria. This is a topic that 
people that don’t even follow the news are following 
minute-by-minute, and an issue that could potentially affect 
some people around here, my family included. 

There seems to be a drastic disconnect between the 
supporters of the two predominant options: use military 
force in Syria or stay out of the situation altogether. This 
disconnect is not between Republicans and Democrats 
though; it’s between the general population of citizens and 
the leaders of our government. Most people I’ve spoken 
with about the issue do not want military involvement in 
any way. We’re a war-weary country with a recent track 
record of inserting ourselves into long, drawn-out wars in 
the Middle East without having a plan for success or a 
timetable for troop removal. For a lot of the country, it’s 
dej& vu all over again. 

Secretary of State John Kerry said Tuesday that he 
wouldn’t rule out boots on the ground if that’s what the 
matter comes to, even though it looks like the initial, 
seemingly eminent strike in Syria will be by air, and might 
come with a 30,60, or 90 day timetable to do whatever will 
be done. These timetables are meaningless though, because 
you can’t insert yourself into a war and then say, “we quit” 
in a month or two. You can, I suppose, but it’s hard to see 
what could be accomplished other than antagonizing a brand 
new enemy. 

A friend of mine serving in Jordan, near the Syrian border 
- Columbia soldier Louis Pence, made a great point on 
facebook yesterday and has allowed me to share some of his 
views with fellow Adair Countians. Pence pointed out that 
even if everything goes right in Syria, and we remove 
Bashar al-Assad from power, how much better will things 
really be in Syria? We deposed an evil dictator in Iraq, 
liberated its people, and they’re still killin g each other every 
day. Is that really worth spending billions more dollars and 
sacrificing more American lives for? 

President Obama, a man that’s received my vote on two 
occasions, says that he didn’t draw the line the sand that 
Syria crossed. He says that the world drew the line when 
chemical warfare was outlawed a hundred years ago. That’s 
fine, but if the world drew the line, why is America 
designated to defend that line by itself? If the “line” was 
that important, wouldn’t other countries be rallying to 
support us? 

I don’t mean to understate the atrocities in Syria. It’s a 
tragic situation that has seen many innocent victims lose 
their lives - children included. The thing is though, this 
happens a lot, all over the world. People are awful and evil 
and kill people sometimes. Why is it worse to kill someone 
with chemical weapons than with weapons that blow up 
buildings or blow someone’s head off? Furthermore, why is 
it America’s job to police these countries? We have our own 
problems that need dealing with, and pouring billions of 
dollars into fighting the Syrian Civil War should be low on 
our list of priorities. 

I have family serving overseas, a couple different people 
actually, that are fairly close to Syria. These soldiers knew 
what they signed up for, and they are dedicated to serving 
their country, but I’m pretty sure neither of them ever signed 
up to take a political stand in Syria. They are paid to defend 
America, not a made-up “line” that someone drew a 
hundred years ago that no one else wants to defend. 

So here we are, with aims to “degrade” al-Assad’s faction 
and “upgrade” the rebel forces. Those are the two 
buzzwords being spouted by the powers that be. They’re 
just weak words that are malleable enough to justify 
whatever the outcome in Syria is as a success. We’re 
planning on going to war, but just a little bit. I’m sure that 
will work out well. 

We’re worried about credibility. We’re worried about 
making sure our word means something. We can’t make 
empty threats and not back them up. These are themes that 
middle school boys abide by to be tough and macho, but I 
won’t compare our nation’s leaders to middle schoolers. 
After all, most middle schoolers grow up to be normal, 
rational-thinking adults.

A Year 

Without 

Summer 



The year 1816 was known throughout the United States and 
Europe as the coldest ever experienced by any person then living. 
There are persons in northern New York who have been in the habit 
of keeping diaries for years, and it is from the pages of an old diary 
begun in 1810 and kept unbroken until 1840 that the following 
information is taken. 

“January was so mild that most persons allowed their fires to go 
out and did not bum wood except for cooking. There were a few 
cool days, but very few. The weather was very spring-like. February 
was much the same as January. 

“April came warm, but as the days grew longer the air became 
colder and by the first of May there was a temperature much like 
winter. There was plenty of snow and ice. In May, the young buds 
were frozen, ice formed half an inch thick on ponds and rivers, com 
was killed. Crops were planted again and again. Finally, in some 
areas, the planting season passed with no crops in the ground. When 
the last of May arrived, most vegetation had been killed by the cold 
temperatures. 

“June was the coldest ever experienced in this part of the world. 
Frost and ice were common, snow fell ten inches deep in Vermont, 
there was a seven inch snow in Maine, there were only a few 
moderately warm days. Everybody looked for the end of this cold 
wave, but it did not materialize. 

“On June 17, there was a heavy snowfall in the New England 
area. A Vermont farmer sent a flock of sheep to pasture on June 16. 
The morning of the 17th dawned with the thermometer registering 
below the freezing point. The owner of the sheep started to look for 
his flock. Before leaving, he jokingly said to his wife, ‘Better start 
the neighbors soon, it is the middle of June and I may get lost in the 
snow.’ 

“An hour after he left home, a terrible snow storm started up. 
snow fell thick and fast. Night came and the farmer had not 
returned home. On the third day neighbors found the farmer; he was 
alive, but just barely.” 

There is no known record of this unusual year in Adair County, 
but needless to say, the weather was certainly cooler than usual. 
These circumstances were due to a volcanic eruption half a world 
away, which threw ash into the atmosphere that partially blocked 
the needed rays of the sun, blanketing much of the Earth in a 
protective blanket. 

Much research has been conducted on this unusual weather-year. 
The above is just a sample, written over a century ago. Global 
warming? Cooling?

A Shelbyville mother of three felt so hopeless after becoming 
addicted to prescription painkillers that she nearly took her own 
life. An Ashland father did everything in his power to free his son 
from the grips of prescription drugs, and a senior at Union County 
High watched helplessly as pills transformed his childhood friend. 

These are a few of the stories featured in our Faces of 
Prescription Drug Abuse video series. Mothers, fathers, sons and 
daughters share their stories of how prescription drug abuse has 
affected their lives. The videos depict stories of courage, strength 
and hope in the face of a scourge that has destroyed far too many 
Kentucky families. 

One in three Kentuckians has a friend or family member who has 
experienced problems as a result of abusing prescription pain 
relievers, according to the 2012 Kentucky Health Issues Poll 
(KHIP). I launched this video series earlier this year to let families 
know they are not alone and there is hope for a brighter future. 

If you have been impacted in some way by prescription drug 
abuse, I invite you to share your story. Videos may be submitted as 
a “video response” to any of our Faces of Prescription Drug Abuse 
clips. 

The Faces of Prescription Drug Abuse video series is part of the 
Keep Kentucky Kids Safe awareness and education program I 
launched in 2010 with the Kentucky Office of Drug Control Policy, 
National Association of Drug Diversion Investigators (NADDI), 
Operation UNITE, Kentucky Pharmacists Association and 
concerned parents. To date, we’ve alerted more than 20,000 
students across Kentucky to the dangers of abusing prescription 
pills. To request a program at a school in your community, email. 

I have taken to heart the many stories students have shared with 
me after attending one of our programs. I will never forget the 
young girl at George Rogers Clark High who shared with me that 
she is being raised by relatives because her parents are both 
addicted to prescription painkillers and are incapable of caring for 
her. This young woman has chosen a different path for herself. 

There was also the student in Boyd County whose father and 
sister were both arrested for trafficking in prescription pills. In 
Perry County, a fifth grader choked up as he talked about a pill 
addict who attacked his mother. Sitting nearby, was another fifth 
grader who had just lost her father to a prescription drug overdose. 

Through increased awareness, creation of Kentucky’s first and 
only statewide Prescription Drug Diversion Task Force and 
implementation of landmark prescription drug legislation, we are 
making great strides in our fight against prescription drug abuse. 

Overdose deaths in Kentucky declined in 2012 for the first time 
in a decade. Prescriptions for the most highly abused painkillers, 
such as hydrocodone, oxycodone and alprazolam (Xanax) have 
decreased significantly for the first time in a decade, and half of the

Sam Ball 

There was a day back in 1965 when Sam Ball was one of the best 
college football players in America. At 6’5”, and 245-pounds, the 
University of Kentucky tackle was a consensus All-American 
where his #73 jersey is now retired. 

Drafted number one by the Baltimore Colts, the Henderson 
native played in two Super Bowls at offensive tackle blocking for 
Hall of Famer Johnny Unitas. Super Bowl HI was the now famous 
Joe Namath - “I guarantee a win” game where the New York Jets 
upset the Colts, 16-7. “It was embarrassing to say the least,” Ball 
said years later. “I just hung my head.” Two years later big Sam and 
his Colts won the big prize in Super Bowl V with a 16-13 win over 
the Dallas Cowboys. 

Today, 43-years later, Sam Ball has returned to the river town 
where he grew up playing football and basketball at Henderson 
County High School. He has, after football, parlayed an outgoing 
personality into a successful career in agricultural and seed sales. 

But there has always been another dimension to the fun-loving 
Ball. As a motivational speaker he has been compared to funnyman, 
Carl Hurley, Jerry Clowers and Cotton Ivy, and by his own 
admission he is full of himself. “I don’t just give ‘em a speech,” he 
says. “I give ‘em a show” 

In a promotional piece touting his speaking ability he is quoted 
as saying, “If not me, who? I have always thought being an All- 
American and World Champion is not an honor, it’s an obligation.” 

To say Sam is proud of his accomplishments would be an 
understatement. And though he first gained recognition on the 
gridiron, he has also become an accomplished hunter. 

Early in his pro-football career in 1967 Ball took some of his 
earnings and purchased some 400 acres in Crittenden County just 
outside of Marion. Over the years he has used the land to raise 
cattle, process 
hundreds of bales 
of clover hay each 
year, and hunt. 

But it’s the 
ability to hunt on 
the land that Sam 
seems to enjoy 

most. 

“I just enjoy 

coming down here 
and relaxing,” he 
says of the hour 
long trip. “I might 
drive in from 

Henderson once a 
week just to check 
on things, and stay 
three or four 

days.” 

A few years ago 
Ball built a cabin- 
lodge style house 
that includes all of 
the amenities of 
his home back in Henderson. With deer, wild turkeys, and even a 
bobcat protruding from the inside walls, there seems to be little 
conflict with the action photos of his playing days with the Colts. 

Overnighting there gave me a chance to swap stories with big 
Sam while enjoying one of several big rocking chairs on a covered 
front porch. 

“I really enjoy having friends down here,” he says. “I’ve worked 
hard to improve the farm over the years and when I’m not around 
there are some very good neighbors who keep an eye on things.” 

Tooling around the farm on his John Deere Gator gave him a 
chance to tell me about the 12 deer stands and two wild turkey 
blinds on his property. The almost 70-year-old Ball is always quick

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Four-Mile Walking Trail Open For Homeplace On 
Green River Fall Heritage Festival This Saturday 


Portions of a new and exceptional four-mile long walking trail at 
Taylor County’s Tebbs Bend/Green River Nature area will be open 
for the Homeplace on Green River Fall Heritage Festival this 
coming Saturday, September 7. The trail has been funded by a 
generous state grant to the Taylor County Fiscal Court and when 
completed will be a premier recreational trail. One of the two 
trailheads is located at Homeplace. The second is on Tebbs Bend 
Road at the historic toll house between Homeplace and the Tebbs 
Bend Green River Bridge. 

Three stretches of the trail, all loops beginning and ending at 
Homeplace, will be open for Saturday’s Festival. The shortest, the 
0.3 mile Cave/Spring trek, is a self-guided walk. The Cave Spring 
Loop is 0.7 mile stretch and the Beaver Pond Loop is 1.2 miles. 
Guided tours will be offered for the latter two, but they are well 
marked and can be self-guided. All are woods trails and all include 
some short stretches of moderate uphill. 

Several viewing platforms, bridges, shorter connecting trails and 
permanent signage are scheduled for completion late this year or 
early next. The trail will be a landmark recreational activity and 
bring increased traffic to Homeplace and the Tebbs Bend Nature 
Area. 

The Homeplace Fall Heritage Festival is an annual family event 
that includes a large arts and crafts sale and demonstrations, a 
farmer’s market, all sorts of animals, hay and mule wagon rides, a 
barrel train for small children, food vendors and a variety of 
exhibits and demonstrations including a cider mill and blacksmith. 
There will be country/western, gospel and bluegrass music from 
11:00 until 4:00 EDT. There is no charge for admission to the 
festival and for most of the activities. There will be a $1 or $2 
charge for several of the rides, face painting and the guided trial 



walks and food will be available from several vendors at a nominal 
cost. The Festival begins at 9:00 EDT and will end at 5:00 EDT.

state’s pain management clinics have closed their doors. Also 
encouraging is a report earlier this year from the Substance Abuse 
and Mental Health Services Administration (SAMHSA) that shows 
a decline in the non-medical use of prescription pain relievers 
among all age groups in the Commonwealth. For the first time, 
Kentucky is below the national average for prescription drug abuse. 

While this is welcome news, we are also seeing an alarming 
increase in heroin related deaths-up 550 percent from 2011. My 
office is currently working with state lawmakers on legislation to 
try and stop this alarming trend. We are also working with the 
Governor and First Lady to expand treatment in Kentucky. Be 
assured, we will remain vigilant in our fight against prescription 
drug abuse.

early in his appearance. 

“It’s not my job to come to 
the community and say, ‘who 
are the rich people; how can I 
hurt them?”’ Paul said in his 
opening. He went on to say that 
overtaxing only hurts the econ¬ 
omy, and jobs are created by 
rewarding, not punishing, suc¬ 
cessful businesses. 

He said later in his speech 
that he supports a flat-rate 
income tax across the board. 

“We just leave more money in 
Kentucky - it’s as simple as 
that,” Paul said. “The decisions 
are better made by the people 
than the government.” 

Unsurprisingly, a chunk of 
Paul’s hour-plus talk was dedi¬ 
cated to healthcare, and the 
Senator didn’t hesitate to 
explain his problems with 
President Obama’s healthcare 
reform. Specifically, he said that 
requiring businesses to insure 
their workers might have unin¬ 
tended side effects, such as 
moving full-time workers to 
part-time. 

“[Employers] have an incen¬ 
tive to cut your hours,” Paul said 
of Obamacare. “What could 
happen is some people that have 
insurance now might not have 
it.” 

He went on to say that while 
he opposes the president’s 
healthcare plan, its implemen¬ 
tation is probably inevitable. 

“I’m for defunding it in the 
hope that we can make it less 
bad,” Paul said. “I fear the costs 
to state governments; I fear the 
cost to individuals.” 

Later in his discussion, Paul 
explained his “perfect” health 
care system, which included 
sweeping cuts to both Medicaid 
and Medicare. 

“I think we should limit 
Medicaid and Medicare to those 


that can’t help themselves,” Paul 
said. “We need more affordable 
insurance and more 
competition.” 

The federal budget was 
another hot-button issue for 
Paul, and he claimed to have a 
plan to eliminate this nation’s 
debt in five years. 

“We absolutely have to fix it,” 
Paul said of the budget. 

His propositions for managing 
the $17 trillion deficit included a 
constitutional amendment that 
says the annual budget has to 
balance, and not rehiring gov¬ 
ernment employees after they 
retire. 

“All throughout the govern¬ 
ment there’s waste,” Paul said. 
“I think [the debt] threatens our 
nation more than anything else.” 

The growing conflict and 
apparently imminent U.S. 
involvement in Syria was also 
brought up, by way of a question 
from the LWC Republican’s 
vice-chair, Samantha Davis. 
Davis asked if Paul felt the U.S. 
had any moral obligation to 
intervene, giving Paul a conven¬ 
ient transition to voice his 
thoughts on the Syrian Civil 
War. 

“I will fight going into Syria 
without a Congressional vote,” 
Paul said, noting that the com¬ 
plexities of the matter, coupled 
with no clear-cut plan for suc¬ 
cess, make him wary of inter¬ 
vening. “We would be support¬ 
ing Islamic rebels against 
Christians on the other side. I 
don’t think there are any good 
choices. My opinion is to steer 
clear.” 

This theme was consistent 
with Paul’s later comments, in 
which he said that in general, he 
favors giving more authority to 
Congress and reclaiming some 


of the presidential power that 
Obama and George W. Bush 
have wielded this millennium. 

Paul took his Syria thoughts 
a step further by insinuating that 
last month’s chemical attacks on 
Syrian citizens was not an act of 
the Syrian army, but of rebel 
forces looking to gain support 
from the United States and its 
allies. 

Paul was an equal-opportunity 
contrarian, though, and took his 
own party to task for its lack of 
diversity and steep opposition to 
change. He said that the GOP 
has long been the party of old 
white men in suits at the 
Chamber of Commerce, and this 
image has hurt the party with the 
rest of the electorate. 

“We need a more diverse 
party,” Paul said. “That’s how 
we’d grow it.” 

The last issue that the Senator 
spoke on dealt with the NS A and 
its controversial spying tactics. 
The agency can search citizens’ 
computer records and read 
emails -all without a search 
warrant - and Paul sees a big 
problem with this. 

“We want them spying on ter¬ 
rorists, but with Americans, 
there should be rules,” Paul said. 
We could do this in a consti¬ 
tutional manner. We cannot let 
the NS A police themselves.” 

The hour-long discussion 
might not have won him many 
votes, since the crowd was over¬ 
whelmingly Republican and 
most were already ardent Paul 
supporters. It gave him an 
opportunity to express his views 
and explain his political thought 
process though, which might 
come in handy if he chooses to 
mount a bid for president in 
2016 - a possibility that Paul 
said he hasn’t ruled out.

a year now, a martial arts class 
known as Kung Fu Wisdom, and 
last month’s successful 5k Color 
Run. 

That expansion centers on the 
renovation of the baseball/ 
softball field located in the heart 
of the facility. What was once an 
overgrown jungle with sporadic 
patches of dirt and a dilapidated 
fence partially surrounding it 
now has a new fence, cleared 
infield and mowed outfield 
grass. Areas are prepared for 
bases to be placed, and while 
new grass needs to be sowed 
and the infield dirt continually 
raked and evened, the field has 
come a long way in a short time. 

“It’s been a lot of work, but 
it’s coming together,” Crawhorn 
said. 

The progress is especially 
impressive when considering 
that the only equipment owned 
by the Center is a shovel and 
leaf blower, two items not 
particularly useful in preparing a 
run-down field. Crawhorn noted 
that the four-wheeler and rake 
being used for the infield have 
been borrowed from local 
residents, as well as the lawn 
mower used to maintain the 


grass. 

“If anyone has a lawn mower 
they’d like to donate for softball 
purposes, we’d definitely 
appreciate that,” Crawhorn 
joked. “We’ve had volunteers 
out the yahoo, and we’re 
definitely thankful for all of the 
help from the community.” 

Once the field is finished, it 
will host a men’s and coed 
softball league beginning on 
Sept. 16. In addition to that, 
Crawhorn hopes to start a 
kickball league similar to ones 
that have been successful in 
surrounding counties. The field 
will also be used for 13-under 
and 14-under travel baseball. 

With the upcoming leagues 
joining the already existing 
basketball league and ultimate 
Frisbee, as well as the volleyball 
tournament, Haunted Houseand 
glow stick run slated to take 
place in October, on top of the 
various community events and 
expos thattake place at the 
Center, the coming months 
figure to see a full-time calendar 
to match Crawhorn’s full-time 
schedule. 

“We want to be universal,” he 
said. “We hope to have

I look again but still see 
nothing. 

“There’s two of ‘em,” he says, hunting with his eyes and not a 
gun, “Wild turkey gobblers.” Let’s see if we can get closer. 
Sometime they’ll back themselves against the fence and you can 
really get right up on them.” 

Even Sam, a 40-year hunter of the birds, seemed excited. “This is 
kind of rare to see two gobblers this close,” he told me as he drove 
the Gator to within 15 feet of where he thought they were. Suddenly 
one emerged from the tall grass, and with wings flapping, 
majestically took flight. The other turkey scampered along the 
fence row and soon disappeared. 

“I’m glad you got to see this,” Ball said. “You can come here for 
a lot of years and not see it again.” 

The now 295-pound, bigger than life Sam Ball, as a former 
athlete, avid hunter and professional speaker also has something 
else close to his heart. 

“For the last seven years I’ve put my name on the Salvation 
Army Golf Tournament,” he said about his Henderson event. 
“We’ve had several former U.K. and pro-players come and play. 
But the most important thing is that we’ve raised $100,000.” 

Sam flies three flags at both is Crittenden County camp and 
Henderson home. “Anyone who comes here sees the American, 
Kentucky, and UK flags,” he points out with pride. “Coming home 
to your roots and giving something back to your people, the folks 
you love and the state you call home is what it’s all about.”

Indians Open 2013 by Crushing Caverna 51-6

Adair County Football began 
its quest for back-to-back 
winning seasons on Friday night 
as the Tribe made the trek to 
Caverna High School for their 
first Pioneer Athletic Conference 
matchup since the program left 
the conference several years 
ago. After a heat index of over 
100 degrees forced a more than 
30-minute delay, the Indians 
proceeded to demolish their 
season-opening foe, 51-6. 

“I thought the offensive line 
played well,” Coach Gay said 
following the win. “We spread 
the ball around. Four different 
guys caught passes. Jason Miller 
had a nice night for us on the 
ground, and Jake and Arron 
were close to 100 yards.” 

After winning the toss, Adair 
marched down the field, 
demonstrating their dominance 
in the trenches that would 
continue throughout the contest, 
and setting the tone early on for 
an unstoppable running attack. 

After senior quarterback Jake 
Hixson completed a seven yard 
pass to fellow senior Drake 
Bishop that negated an Adair 
holding penalty on the previous 
play, the Tribe returned to their 
power set, running junior Jason 
Miller off-tackle for a six-yard 
TD run. Brandon Burton’s extra 
point went wide, leaving the 
score 6-0 Adair. 

Junior utility player Brandon 
Burton adopted kicking duties 
for Adair this season, and after 
placing a squib kick away from 
dangerous Caverna playmaker 
Trevor Stephens, the Indians 
forced and recovered a fumble

early in the Colonel drive near 
mid-field. 

The Indians were unable to 
capitalize on the field position, 
however. A sack, busted running 
play, and delay of game penalty 
forced Adair to punt. With 
Burton back to punt, the snap 
soared over his head. The loose 
ball was scooped up by the 
Colonels and returned nearly 40- 
yards for the Caverna equalizer. 
A missed extra point left the 
score tied at 6 with 7:04 
remaining in the first quarter. 

After attempting some three 
and four-wide sets on the 
previous stalled drive, the 
Indians returned to their power-I 
and wishbone formations, often 
placing a trio of runners in the 
backfield with no receivers out 
wide. Miller gained 12 with 
another off-tackle run behind 
Adair’s dominant left side of the 
offensive line and Arron 
Bernard cut a read option 
handoff outside for a gain of 


more than 20. Miller blasted 
forward for another 15 yards to 
just outside the Caverna 10-yard 
line and then Bernard capped off 
the drive with a handoff up the 
middle for the second Adair 
touchdown of the night and a 
12-6 lead with 4:58 left. 

The Adair defensive front 
four then began their absolute 
domination of the Colonels’ 
offense. Dakota Price, Drake 
Bishop and Dylan Conn each 
found their way into the Caverna 
backfield to disrupt the 
Colonels’spread offense. A sack 
by Price on third down of the 
following drive forced a 
Caverna punt to just-beyond 
mid-field. 

On the first play from 
scrimmage following the short 
punt, Hixson faked the handoff 
on the read option from a three 
wide receiver set, blasting his 
way through the heart of the 
Caverna defense, galloping past 
the secondary and reaching for 


the pylon as he was dragged 
down for a 52-yard TD run and 
an 18-6 Indian margin. 

The Colonel offense showed 
signs of life on the following 
drive, as a pass to junior Ricky 
Ochoa in the flat went for 57 
yards before Price ran him 
down. Adair quickly smothered 
any spark, as linebacker Dylan 
Conn picked off a pass after 
Price’s pressure forced a bad 
throw and returned it 75-yards 
for another Adair TD, making 
the score 24-6 with 1:14 left in 
the first quarter. 

The Indian defense again 
squashed Caverna with pressure 
from the front four, forcing 
another quick punt. The Adair 
offense, however, continued to 
be plagued by an incredibly high 
amount of penalties. Several 
long runs by Hixson, including

Unless you celebrated Labor Day a 
little too enthusiastically, wasn’t it so 
much easier to head into work today 
with a smile on your face and pep in 
your step after spending dozens of 
hours watching football this weekend? 

Even though the Cats lost (and are in 
for a long season, so be patient and stop 
with this ‘Was Stoops the right 
hire?’talk) and many of the big time 

programs only faced warm-up cupcake opponents, it was just nice 
to have the familiar roar of fans and screaming and big hits being 
delivered as the soundtrack to the weekend. 

This weekend will be even better. Not only is college football 
ready to launch into full swing for week two, the country’s greatest 
sporting league, the NFL, is set for kickoff. What that means, of 
course, is that it’s officially fantasy season. As promised, here are 
some Week 1 Start ‘Em/ Sit ‘Em picks as well as general advice. 

First of all, it’s week one. We don’t know for sure how new 
coaching staffs, coordinators, draft picks, free agents, etc. will 
perform with their new team or new style. Because of that, I give 
you my first rule of fantasy, and one that will remain true for every 
week this season: start your studs. 

I don’t care who running back X plays this week, you drafted 
him early for a reason. Start him. Don’t overthink it. It doesn’t 
matter that some guy you drafted in round 9 plays a team that 
allowed more rushing yards last year, in week one (and as a general 
rule throughout the year), you start your best players. Don’t be that 
guy who thinks he’s clever and sits Adrian Peterson because of the 
matchup. 

On a related note, my Start ‘Em/Sit ‘Em is never going to include 
those guys. You don’t need me to tell you that you should start 
Calvin Johnson or Drew Brees. That’s easy money and serves no 
purpose. Now,on rare occasions, a very highly regarded player may 
find his way onto my Sit ‘Em list, but we’ll cross that proverbial 
bridge if and when we get to it. 

Now, the players. You should start: 

T.Y. Hilton, Colts WR. The Indianapolis Colts open their season 
against the Oakland Raiders. If you’ve followed the NFL at all for 
the past decade, you know that the Raiders are two things: the most 
annoying word that Chris Berman can possibly pronounce, and a 
complete dumpster fire of a franchise. They figure to be just as 
awful this season. The Colts, however, will be in year two of the 
Andrew Luck era, and have switched to a West Coast offense. 

While that means fewer deep balls than last season when they led 
the league in long pass attempts under Bruce Arians (now the coach 
of the Arizona Cardinals), it also means more potential passing 
opportunities. Hilton cemented himself as the number two WR on 
the roster behind Reggie Wayne. With Wayne turning 34, and never 
being a burner to begin with, Hilton is the explosive playmaker in 
this offense. If Luck’s development goes as expected, he should 
have a big season. That begins this week against the Raiders. 

Danny Amendola, Patriots WR. The Patriots square off against 
AFC East foe Buffalo in week one, and have lots of question marks 
on offense. Truth be told, the New England running game has 
looked inconsistent in the preseason, and on a team with Tom 
Brady, it’s hard to imagine relying on anything but the passing 
attack early in the season. Obviously Aaron Hernandez is more 
likely to catch a life sentence than a touchdown at this point, and 
Rob ‘Meathead’Gronkowski is still likely a week or two away from 
being fully healthy. Wes Welker is in Denver, and the remaining 
Patriot WRs are either rookies or journeymen. That 
leaves Amendola, who was on a torrid pace in St. Louis last year 
before his injury. He’s a prime candidate for a huge week one, and 
to be frank, if you drafted him, you should probably start him while 
you can and before he’s hurt for the season.. .again. 

Tampa Bay Buccaneers Defense. Normally, I won’t include 
defense in this list, because they’re often so hit or miss and 
inconsequential that it isn’t a helpful tip. This week, however, and 
for the foreseeable future, consider whichever team that plays the 
New York Jets a must-start. The Jets don’t have a good WR. The 
Jets don’t have a good RB (don’t buy the Ivory hype, Bilal Powell 
is the back to own for the NYJ). The Jets don’t have...a 
quarterback...at all. It’s either the awful Mark Sanchez, a rookie 
Geno Smith, or a handful of guys you’d have to google if I told you 
their names. 

Tampa upgraded the talent, and the continuity under coach Greg 
Schiano should shine in their opener. The Bucs D could give you a 
big boost at a typically useless position. 

Other sneaky starts this week: Michael Vick, QB Eagles; Lance 
Moore, WR Saints; Shane Vereen, RB Patriots. 

You should sit: 

Rashard Mendenhall, Cardinals RB. Now, new head coach 
Bruce Arians was Mendenhall’s offensive coordinator in Pittsburgh 
when Mendy had a few solid seasons, and for some reason, seems 
to absolutely love the guy. He’ll get the opportunity this year, and 
he may be solid later on. The problem this week is two-fold. One, I 
don’t start RBs who tell reporters about “looseness” in their knee. 
Two, the Rams, for as bad as they might be, have a stout defense. 
Some growing paints with the Cardinals’ new coaching staff and 
QB should be expected, and I would hope you have a better flex 
option for this week. Preferably one with all of his ligaments and 
tendons. 

Steve Smith, Panthers WR. For years, Smith was a must-start, 
and fell into the ‘stud’ category of fantasy football WRs. The 
problem with that, is when you’re a good player for a decade, that 
means you’re old. Steve Smith is old, and the Panthers have very 
little as far as help for him in the passing game. QB Cam Newton is 
a freak, and will put up numbers, but Smith will be hit-or-miss at 
his age and size as his speed declines. A week one matchup with the 
Seahawks means he’s covered by the best defensive player you’ve 
never heard of, CB Richard Sherman, and the overall Carolina 
offense may sputter against the beastly Seattle D. 

Ryan Mathews, Chargers RB. Big name, no game. In the 
interest of full disclosure, I drafted this waste of a jersey last season 
just in time for him to be injured and whiny all year. If you made 
that mistake this year, I want to stop you before it’s too late. Tuck 
him away on your bench where you’re safe from his mysterious 4 
carries for -1 yard statline only to be benched for three RBs you’ve 
never heard of. With the ever-annoying Danny Woodhead in San 
Diego now, Mathews’ only reliable value as a pass catcher is gone 
as well. The Chargers have the look of a team going the wrong 
direction, and face the dynamic Houston Texans in week one. 
They’ll likely be behind, meaning a lot of throwing the ball. That 
means few touches for Mathews, and given that he’s worthless no 
matter what and the impressive Texans D, he should be on your 
bench. 

Other guys you should sit this week: Carson Palmer, QB 
Cardinals Stevie Johnson, WR BillsChris Ivory, RB Jets. 

There you go. As always, feel free to send me any feedback 
you’d like at blakespires@adairprogress.com. I’ll even take specific 
start/sit questions through Sunday at noon if you need any last 
minute advice. Good luck. It’s finally football season. 
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at least one that would have resulted in a TD, were called back due 
to holding or blocks in the back. 

The second quarter was more of the same, as Adair blasted 
through the Cavema offensive line to destroy any hope of a sustained 
drive. The only lengthy Colonel possessions for the remainder of the 
game were ones extended by Adair penalties, and on offense, the Tribe 
simply returned to their Power-I formation when they needed a big gain. 

The Adair offense did demonstrate some impressive balance in the 
victoiy, however. Hixson found Bernard in the flat for a six-yard TD as 
time expired in the first half and a 30-6 Adair lead heading into the locker 
room. 

After forcing a Cavema punt thanks to seven-yard sacks from both 
Conn and Bishop, Adair took over at their own 38 yard line. Three big 
runs between Hixson and Bernard quickly pushed Adair into scoring 
position, however, and Hixson guided a 17-yard pass to a diving Austin 
Roy for an impressive TD catch. A two-point conversion run by Bernard 
made the score 38-6 Adair with 2:49 remaining in the third quarter. 

Another quick Cavema possession resulting in a turnover on downs 
left Adair looking to tack on another score. With a singleback shotgun 
formation and four wide, Hixson launched a pass down the sideline to 
6’3 freshman Chance Melton for a long gain as Melton leaped to reel in 
the over-the-shoulder catch in his first high school action and a gain of 35 
yards. Bernard capped off the drive with a patient run, allowing his 
blocks to set up before finding the crease and the endzone. 44-6 Adair 
with 1:08 left in the third. 

The fourth quarter began with a running clock and Gerard Smith 
registering the sixth Adair sack of the contest to force another Cavema 
punt. 

From there, the Indians went with Melton at QB, resting some of their 
starters and rotating others to keep everyone fresh. A balanced attack, 
including a completed pass by Melton to Bishop, an option run to 
Bernard, and multiple handoffs to sophomore back Daquan Smith 
resulted in a sustained Indian drive that was finished off by another 
Miller touchdown for the final Adair TD, 51-6 with five minutes 
remaining in the contest. 

The Adair defense again made quick work of the Colonel drive, and 
Melton led the Tribe back onto the field. The Indians were again 
marching toward the endzone, with freshman Lonnie Grant joining 
Melton with an opportunity to score at the goalline. Coach Gay and the 
Indians instead decided to simply allow the clock to run out on the 
contest instead of tacking on another TD, wrapping up the first win of 
2013,51-6. 

The Tribe was led in rushing by Arron Bernard, who totaled 96 yards 
on just nine carries, including one for a touchdown. Jason Miller added 
79 yards and two scores on seven carries, QB Jake Hixson racked up 74 
yards on six carries and two more touchdowns and Daquan Smith totaled 
54 yards on just four carries. Freshman Lonnie Grant ran for 24 yards on 
four carries in his first high school game, and senior Drake Bishop had 
one carry for eight yards to give Adair a team total of 357 yards on the 
ground on 31 carries. 

In addition to his 74 yards and two scores on the ground, Hixson went 
7-for-10 through the air for 111 yards and two more TDs. Austin Roy’s 
two catches for 41 yards and a score led the Indians in receiving yards, 
while Drake Bishop posted a team high with four catches, totaling 37 
yards. Freshman Chance Melton’s lone grab resulted in a 35 yard output, 
and Arron Bernard capped off the Indian air attack with his five yard TD 
reception. 

On defense, Drake Bishop had three sacks and Dakota Price terrorized 
the Colonel backfield with two more. Dylan Conn added seven tackles 
and a sack of his own to go along with an interception return for a TD. 
Gerard Smith, Arron Bernard, Alan Leischner, Logan Coomer and Josh 
Brown all registered tackles for the suffocating Adair defense. The Indian 
defense held the Colonels to 26 total yards, including -77 yards rushing. 

“Anytime you hold people to negative yards rushing it’s a pretty good 
night,” Coach Gay added of the defensive dominance. 

Despite the large victory and impressive numbers, there were a few 
areas of concern. 

“We have to clean the penalties up,” Coach Gay said. “There were 
definitely way too many. We’ve addressed it and talked about it. We plan 
on cleaning up that and our special teams, but we’ve been working on it.” 

“Really, it’s nice to be 1-0,” he concluded. “That’s the first time we’ve 
done that since I’ve been here, and it’s a good feeling.”

It was a small company-home town folks. The owner Robbin 
Redmon, was known as “Polar Bear," and his wife, Beverly, I 
later called “Dispatch." When they interviewed me the 
owner’s dad was there- known as “Daddy Rabbit." They were 
a little skeptical at hiring someone they didn’t know. Daddy 
Rabbit being older, didn’t really care what people thought 
about what he had to say, and he just looked at me and ask, 
“Well are you a truck driver or a steering wheel holder?" 
Having confidence in my skills but not wanting to sound 
arrogant I just replied that, “I reckon I was a driver." I 
thought, “What is this old man down here giving me a hard 
time for when the one hiring me is Polar Bear?" But I later 
found a great respect for Daddy Rabbit and I began to call 
him “Poppasaw."

Poppasaw, Pop, his son “Lil Bear", and me took a trip all the 
way to Northern Indiana to buy a big fine ride. Chicken 
lights and stainless all over the place. And later we got some 
straight pipes and my CB handle on the door (I believe this 
was company policy) and I liked it.

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LWC Football takes Battle of Highway 55 with 24-17 win over CU 


Lindsey Wilson football 
scored 21 unanswered points - 
including 14 points after a three- 
plus hour weather delay — en 
route to a 24-17 win over vis¬ 
iting Campbellsville (Ky.) at 
Blue Raider Stadium. 

The game which began at 
7:15 p.m. CT on Saturday, ended 
in dramatic fashion at 1:28 a.m. 
CT on Sunday. 

With the win, Lindsey Wilson 
claims the “Battle of Highway 
55” traveling trophy for the first 
time in the four-game series 
with the Tigers (0-1). 

Leading 24-17, Lindsey 
Wilson defense had to defend an 
untimed down from its own 
four-yard line to secure the win. 

Lindsey Wilson’s Avery Ford 
knocked down the would-be 
touchdown pass in the endzone 
from Campbellsville quarter¬ 


back Bryan Pames to help the 
Blue Raiders win their first sea¬ 
son-opening game in the pro¬ 
gram’s history. 

The defensive stand was one 
of many tonight for the Blue 
Raiders as they limited the 
Tigers to just four of 16 on 
third-down opportunities. The 
Lindsey Wilson defense also 
held Campbellsville scoreless in 
the second half and did not 
allow a point over the final 
35:25 of the game. 

The Tigers raced to a 17-3 
lead late in the second quarter. 

Jarrod Harrington opened the 
game with a 98-yard kickoff 
return for a touchdown to give 
Campbellsville a 7-0 lead. 

Lindsey Wilson’s Mark 
Corbett cut the deficit to 7-3 
with a school-record 48-yard 
field goal late in the first quarter. 


Campbellsville’s Will Ward 
nailed a 40-yard field goal to 
open up the second quarter to 
extend the lead to 10-3. Pames - 
- who finished the night 18-for- 
36 for 124 yards and one touch¬ 
down - followed two drives 
later by hitting Trevon Chatman 
on a slant for a touchdown from 
six yards out to take a 17-3 lead. 

That would be the last time 
the Tigers would dent the score- 
board. 

Over Campbellsville’s next 
eight drives, the Tigers would be 
forced to punt six times and turn 
the ball over twice. 

Following the Campbellsville 
score, Lindsey Wilson used 
eight plays and 46 yards to score 
its first touchdown of the season 
and cut the Tiger lead to 17-10. 
Lindsey Wilson quarterback 
Branden Cresap connected with

Matt Powers — who caught his 
program-record 17th career 
touchdown - on the 15-yard 
score with just under one minute 
left the half. 

As the second half began, the 
intrigue of the game was nearly 
put on the backbumer as an 
approaching weather system 
neared Blue Raider Stadium. 

With 8:51 left in the third 
quarter and Campbellsville 
clinging to a 17-10 lead, the 
officials stopped play just ahead 
of torrential rains and lightning 
hitting the stadium. 

The game which began on 
August 31, resumed in 
September at 12:25 a.m. CT. 

While neither team could 
seize the immediate momentum, 
Lindsey Wilson - on its third 
drive after the delay -- struck 
with an equalizing touchdown 
29 seconds into the fourth quar¬ 
ter. 

Cresap found a streaking 
Tavis Elzy down the right side¬ 
line for a 77-yard touchdown 
that pulled the Blue Raiders into 
a 17-17 tie. Cresap finished the 
game 15-for-32 for 211 yards 
and two touchdowns, while Elzy 
ended with the one catch for a 
score. 

Lindsey Wilson completed the 
comeback win on its next drive 
following Shane Fields’ first 
career interception. 


Dakota Brown - who racked 
up 49 yards on 10 carries - 
broke several tackles in a 15- 
yard touchdown run to push the 
Blue Raiders into the lead for 
the first time. 

With the lead in hand, the 
Lindsey Wilson defense once 
again proved to be the difference 
on the night forcing a second 
turnover and holding on the last 
play of the game. 

Sam Wilson led the Blue 
Raiders with 11 tackles while 


Eric Shaw added 10 tackles - 
including eight solo - in the 
win. Rome Cotton led the 
Lindsey Wilson rushing attack 
with 91 yards. 

Campbellsville’s Ben Axon 
rushed for a game-high 105 
yards in the loss. 

Lindsey Wilson returns to 
action at 11 a.m. CT on 
Saturday, Sept. 7, as the Blue 
Raiders travel to Reinhardt (Ga.) 
in a Mid-South Conference 
cross-over matchup.
